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SMEAC Schedules Annual 
‘Environmental Happening’ 


With an estimated revenue 
of $99,045 coming to the city 
of Sierra Madre through Prop¬ 
osition A funds, tfie^erfa 
Madre Chamber of Commerce 
and Senior Citizens Commis¬ 
sion this week are urging resi¬ 
dents to attend a meeting Wed¬ 
nesday, Sept. 15 at 7 p.m. at 
“The Forum” on the eastern 
edge of the PCC campus. 

The meeting will deal with 
options for the present and 
future local use of these reve¬ 
nues coming to cities begin¬ 
ning in September. 

According to Rene Wilson, 
representing the area League 
of Women Voters who ad¬ 
dressed the chamber board 
members Tuesday morning, 
these funds come from the 
'/ 2 -cent additional transit mon¬ 
ey approved by 54% vote in 
1980 and mandated by the Su¬ 
preme Court earlier this year. 
The Los Angeles County Trans¬ 
portation Commission author¬ 
ized the ballot measure in 1980 
and is responsible for the dis¬ 
tribution of the sales tax. 

The League of Women Vo¬ 
ters of the Pasadena Area are 
sponsoring the forum with 
representatives from the Trans¬ 
portation Commission speaking. 


Jacki Bacharach, one of 
the two representatives of L.A. 
Counj[y Cities on^the Com¬ 
mission, and Pat Van Matre, 
manager of the program giving 
assistance to cities about the 
local expenditure of these 
Prop. A. funds, will appear. 
Also speaking will be Ned Ein¬ 
stein who has put together 
several publications for the 
federal Urban Mass Transpor¬ 
tation Agency and is currently 
head of a private consulting 
firm. John Sullivan, former 
mayor of South Pasadena, 
will moderate the panel of 
speakers. 

Although original guidelines 
indicate considerable local 
flexibility, still in question is 
how much the commission in¬ 
tends to keep over that por¬ 
tion (25%) of the revenues vo¬ 
ters mandated to be returned 
to the cities and county (for 
unincorporated areas). 

Possible programs for this 
‘/j-cent funding may be senior 
rides, shoppers’ shuttle, tran¬ 
sit maintenance facilities, bus 
stop pads, taxi service for the 
disadvantaged, subsidy pro¬ 
grams, transit centers, com¬ 
muter rail, extention of exis¬ 
ting bus lines, coordination 


of specialized transportation 
services. 

Hk is impertant, according' 
to Wilson from the League 
of Women Voters, that citi¬ 
zens know these funds are 
available to the cities and that 
the funds be earmarked to 
help the entire city. 

Estimated revenues for othet 
San Gabriel Valley cities for 
1982-83 are: Alhambra, $620,- 
319; Arcadia, $429,006; La- 
Canada Hintridge, $185,594; 
Monterey Park, $518,732; 
Pasadena, $1,124,014; San 
Marino, $123,541; San Gabriel 
$284,286 and South Pasadena, 
$212,209. Revenues vary ac¬ 
cording to the population of 
the cities.

The speed limit around schools is 25 mph, 
CVC 22353, but “safe and prudenf’may dictate 
a lower speed. 

Crossing guards are placed on the streets 
to Increase the safety of the children. Motorists 
are required to stop for anyone in a crosswalk 
per CVC 21950. 

Motorists are also required to obey the traf¬ 
fic directions of a person appointed as a cross¬ 
ing guard and worldng In the course of his or her 
appointed duties.

overgrown vegetation 
likely to harbor rats, 
vermin or other nui¬ 
sances or causing 
detriment to neighbor¬ 
ing properties or 
property values.

Rhett Horses Around Every Chance 

Gooden School Staff 
Boasts One Horsepower

My father has always had unique relationships with the livestock around 
his home (including his six children). For over 20 years he has supported and 
tolerated a wide assortment of pets, including countless guinea pigs, one incred¬ 
ibly stupid duck, two basset hounds with police records, two horses and a foul- 
tempered half-moon parrot who insisted on shtuing Dad’s french toast in the 
mornings. 

Our current horse, Rhett, would love to share Dad’s breakfast too, 
but he takes up too much room at the table. My father usually goes out back to 
share his morning coffee with him so he won’t feel neglected. I don’t think he 
has much choice about that. It’s kind of hard to ignore 1100 lbs. of impatient 
horseflesh. 

Over the stall in foot-high red letters is Rhett’s nickname, “The Nose.” 

As Dad says, it’s appropriate to name pets after their most prominent feature. 

Rhett’s nose shows outstanding flexibility and versatility. He uses it to tip over the 
trashcans on trash night and get into the cat food bag and dog bisquit box. 

He eats the bottom out of the feed sacks and knocks the plants off the shelves in 
the front entryway. When he’s loose he waits endlessly by the back door for 
handouts conveniently blocking it so it won’t open. He’s a real gem all right. 

Rhett and my father go for rides in the afternoons around the place. They 
make a cheerful sight trotting around the ring. Rhett and my father have a fine 
understanding. Rhett does what my father tells him and my father doesn’t 
swat him with the piece of rubber hose he keeps tucked under the saddle. Seems 
reasonable to me. 

Rhett does double duty as the Gooden School horse for parades and barn 
sales and as an alternate P.E. program. Just this last Fourth of July he walked 
the parade route with my father and 20 students from the school. 

The children think he’s a great addition to the school staff. 

Five years ago my father made an eloquent plea to the Sierra Madre 
City Council for the encouragement of keeping horses in Sierra Madre. In spite 
of this, an ordinance requiring conditional use permits to keep horses was passed. 

Ever since then our family has held horse permit number 1. 

We believe very strongly that the atmosphere in Sierra Madre is improved 
by the presence of horses. The life in a small town is never complete without 
its horses trotting around n the streets. 

I’m sure Rhett would agree.
